PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND CRI HE. 
There recently appeared in the Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly an article on "Pub­ 
lic Schools and Crimp,” in which these 
sentences are found; 
Just look at the records of our men­ 
tally and morally deranged as exhibited 
in oar statistics of insanity and crime 
and vie?, and they alone are enough to 
oast doubt upon the claim that a public- 
scbooi education for our illiterates is 
sufficient to insure a decrease of mental 
and moral delinquency. For it remains 
to be t xplained why, in the decade end­ 
ing with 1830, population having in­ 
creased 3J per 
cent. 
and 
literally 
only ten per c e t t , a 
relative de- 
oiease.that the number of criminals dur­ 
ing the same period present the alarming 
increase if 82 per cent. while of insane 
persons there appears the enormous ad­ 
dition cf 145 per cent. Can it be pos­ 
sible that with greater educational facil­ 
ities there is to be increased crime, and 
that every enlargement in the seating Ca­ 
pac ity of our schools is to be followed 
by a larger corresponding demand for 
insane accommodations and additional 
felons' cells. 
This question is not well put. It is 
apt to create a wrong impression. It is 
apt to incline a certain class of persons 
to believe that the common school is 
graduating minimals rather than build­ 
ing up manhood. Another question is 
found in the same article: “If the in­ 
struction of our common schools sub­ 
dues the tendency to crime, why is it that 
tbs ratio of prisoners, being one in 3,442 
inhabitants in 1850, rose to one in every 
1,647 in 1860, one in 1.021 in 1870, and 
one in 883 in 1880; while, upon the au­ 
thority of the R e v . 8. W. Dioke, the 
amount cf liquor consumed per capita 
was three limes ss great in 1880 as rn 
1850 ?" 
It is not a difficult task to mnderstand 
why there is an increase cf crime in the 
United State*, why and increase of in­ 
sanity, and why a great iucreas9 in the 
consumption cf liquor. But Mr. Wines, 
who was connected aith the tenth census 
oom pi tali DD, makes the statement, while 
in 1850 the ratio of foreign criminals to 
population we* five times that cf the 
native born, in 1880 the ratio was only 
two to one; and if we deduct the com­ 
mitments for disorder and immorality, 
the ratio of foreign criminals is bnt little 
in excess of that for native whites. 
Bo 
far 
as 
the 
percentage 
of 
foreign 
born 
and 
native 
born eliminate are oonoerned, some facts 
from car own stats prison may be of in­ 
terest. Of the 211 committed to the 
prison in 1888,151 were native born and 
60 .were foreign born; and of the 211, 
the nnmber having foreign born parents 
were 106. Take the number cf persons 
admitted to the Northern hospital for the 
insane for the two years ending Septem­ 
ber 30th, 1888, aud cf the 697 plaoed there 
for treatment, 591 were of foreign parent- 
age. 
These it cis show that the increasing 
foreign population in this country has 
▼ary much to do with the increase cf 
otiiee. The common schools, however 
efficient they may be, cannot widen 
their lrfluence so aa to counter balance 
the evil effects of indifcci iinmate*foreign 
immigration. In spite of all the good 
work the common schools eau dr, crime 
will increase under the present system of 
receiving foreigners. The great bulk of 
criminals do not come from the common 
schools. They have had very little to do 
with

their “education" baa been recured in 
tie common schot Is. To say that snob 
Grimier I a are the products of the o n - 
mon echol la so far es their education is 
oonot rned, is a libs I on the oommon 
school system of our country.

T H S CENSUS AND FARM MORT- 
GAGES. 
Senator Hale, from the oenaus com­ 
mittee, has reported back adversely the 
bill to require the superintendent of the : 
census to ascertain what percentage off 
people own their farms, the number of 
farms under mortgage, and the amount 
thereof. There ban been a demand from 
certain quarters for the collection of these 
st aflat ice, and it has been alleged they 
would show that the farmers were ruiaed 
aud that nearly all their farms were 
mor gt g id. There will probably oe bere 
sod there a protest heard against the 
an im of the senate committee.—Chicago 
Tribune. 
There are different opinions ip regard 
to the oolleeting of farm mortgage sta­ 
tistics for the eleventh census. The sug­ 
gestion concerning such statist cal in­ 
formation first came from some of the 
mugwump free trade papers, especially 
the New York Times, which made a 
declare! i on that the amount of farm mort­ 
gages in six or seven of the western 
states, footed up over a billion dollars. 
How the Times ever got hold of snob ap­ 
palling figures, was a puzzle for a while, 
sod then it was discovered that the 
Times had taken, probably for the pur­ 
poses cf doing mischief, the assessed 
valuation of farm property in the six 
or seven 
states

to create hostility among farmers against 
the present tariff laws.

tories? A good many farmers can no 
more farm without Borne borrowed capi­ 
tal than m anufacturer a can run their 
mills without borrowed money,aud then 
why do free traders think the whole ag­ 
ricultural community is going to pot 
because farmers borrow mouey aa mer­ 
chants or manufacturers do ? 
The senate committee did right. 
But 
for the benefit of free traders it may be 
stated that there are not one-quarter as 
many failures among farmers aa there are 
among merchants.

The B.loit Free Press makes some re - 
marks on the Bennett law wbioh are 
well worth repeating: 
The "Bennett law'’ is intended ti en­ 
cores three things: 
First. Every child 
between the ages of 7 aud 14 years maist 
attend some schbol for at least twelve 
consecutive weeks of each Babool year, 
ea.d period t i be designated by the 
eohocl board. On account of poverty, 
precocity, incapacity, or other good rea­ 
son, power is given the ooubt/ judge to 
ii me a release from th? requirements of 
tbia law. Second, a school, in the eyes 
of the law. is defined to be only each as 
those in which reading, arithmetic, ge­ 
ography, and Unit id Blites history ara 
taught in the English language. This 
is the clause which has beau moat con­ 
demned , strange as it may seem to any 
American who was not blinded by par­ 
tisanship. 
Third, no child under 13 years of age 
la to be hired to labor for any person, 
firm or factory. However, children over 
IO years of age may be hired if the nec­ 
essity oui be proved to the oounty judge, 
who will then issue a permit to the par­ 
ent or guardian; said permit to be given 
to the employer, who will poet it where 
it may be seen by any police officer, 
cchool officer, or teacher.

NAPIER 
IS 
BURIED. 


Field Marshal o f Mandala Laid at Rest 
with Military Honors. 
London, Jan. 22.—Vast crowds began 
to assemble early this morning In tho 
streets through which it was announced 
that the funeral procession of Field 
Marshal Lord Napier of Magdala was to 
pass. 
No emblems of mourning were dis­ 
played on the streets or appeared on the 
public buildings, but the general regret 
was none the less evident by the quiet­ 
ness of the crowds, and the last honors 
paid to the dead hero formed one of the 
most Impressive military spectacles ever 
witnessed in London. 
The funeral was conducted with full 
military honors. 
Lord Napier’s body 
was placed upon a gun-carriage at tho 
quarters of the Royal Horse artillery at 
9 o'clock amid the customary marks of 
military respect. The gun-carriage was 
draped with the union jack and upon the 
coffin rested Lord Napier’s plumed hat 
and sword. The carriage was drawn by 
six black horses and was escorted by 
lancers. The body passed through the 
streets holding the place of honor be­ 
hind a long line of mourning coaches, 
including the Queen’s State carriages, 
family coaches, and others. One of these 
was loaded with flowers and wreaths, 
sent by the royal family and many per­ 
sons of distinction. 
The route of the procession was lined 
with soldiers. Tho cortege, passing by 
way of the embankment, arrived at the 
tower at 11:15 o’clock. Thence it moved 
via tho Eastcheap and Cannon street, 
where 
immense throngs were assem­ 
bled, and arrived at St. Paul’s cathedral 
about noon. 
Here tho funeral train.W&s 
met by the Prince of Wales, who after­ 
ward passed into tho cathedral and Wa3 
an attentive listener to tho solemn and 
impressive funeral services. 
The death of Lord Napier of Magdala 
has given rise to a somewhat curious 
complication. The deceased nobleman 
left two sons, twins, Robert and George. 
After much discussion as to which en­ 
tered tho world first the family decided 
that Robert should inherit the title. 
George thought of appealing to Parlia­ 
ment to divide the honors, as there are 
two titles. 
As a compromise the family 
council, influenced by the fact that Rob­ 
ert, though married, had no child, and 
that Georgo must eventually inherit 
everything, propose to give George a 
handsome annuity and one of the titles. 
There is no parallel case In the history 
of tho British peerage.

•ig h t-h o u r system is in the nature of evol­ 
u tionary civilization, one of its inevitable 
results. 
If the greatest good to the great­ 
est num ber is contem plated in the reg u la­ 
tion of labor, then the eight-hour division 
h*s every thing to recommend it. 
I t is “ an 
Ideal a t which D em ocratic legislation m ay 
wisely and profitably aim ,” says Lord 
Randolph Churchill: and in this eight-hour 
system, givingone third to work, one-third 
to sleep, and 
one third 
to recreation, 
those seems to be a n atu ral and equitable ad­ 
justm ent, one th a t appeals to both reason 
and hum anity. 
T h at the physical labor 
of the w orld m ust be done is unquestion­ 
able, b u t th a t the unequal or unfair con­ 
ditions which surround it m ay be changed 
by reasonable and hum ane concessions Is 
equally true.

To my oariain knowledge* 
he waa one of a squad of armed men, who 
were inc ids the jail to protect Mayberry 
from the mob—I believe be was in com­ 
mand under the sheriff. Neither was 
he a “Kentuckian.” Ha was born in the 
state of New York, and oame thenoe to 
Janesville In 1853. 
His whole previous lite bed been in 
New York with the exception of a brief 
residence to Kentucky end a campaign 
made in the federal army in the last year 
of the Mexican war. Ha enlisted in a 
regiment commanded

Breckenridge. He returned from the 
war the captain of his company. Since 
1865 hia remains have rested in Oekbill 
cemetery.

A card 
was lying on his desk, on which ap­ 
peared the word “Budstikken” as the 
name of a Scandinavian newspaper. 
Mr. Searle was asked what the word 
meant. He replied: “It is a Norwe­ 
gian word, 1,200 years old at least. In 
those days when the coasts of Norway 
were ravaged by pirates, the inhabit­ 
ants had to resort to all sorts of de­ 
vices to warn those at a distance of 
the approach of these piratical craft 
“When one was seen on the horizon 
a man went up to the top of a moun­ 
tain, where he lighted a beacon fire. 
This could be seen for a longdistance, 
and was known to be a warning. 
When it was seen in the distance an­ 
other fire was lighted on another hill, 
until all over the country fires blazed 
from every hill top and the people pre­ 
pared to defend themselves. 
“They also had a system of messen­ 
gers. The man who first sighted the 
sail would take an arrow and send it 
to his neighbors, 
From town to town 
this arrow was sent until all were 
warned. They were rather primitive 
ways of telegraphing, but were so 
effectual that in the course of twenty, 
four hours all Norway knew of the 
approach of pirates. This system of 
spreading the news was called ’bud­ 
stikken,’ and the word is extensively 
used as a name for newspapers in the 
old country.”
